SGA president ‘meets the press’

Thr Pacer met with SGA 
president Richard Williams 
Tuesday afternoon and asked 
him several questions con¬ 
cerning his administration 
The following is a transcript of 
that interview 

II. What is theSGA'n present 
and projected financial 
situation? 

A At the present time, the 
old administration has left 
with a deficit of ap¬ 
proximately, as of last cabinet 
meeting, around $1700 or 
$1800. and we're not for sure 
about that at the present time 
as far as a final figure goes, 
but it's pretty close to that It 
looks like it's a little better 
than what the past ad¬ 
ministration was left with 
They were left with something 
like a $3000 deficit, and we're 
only going to have somewhere 
around $2000 So I think that 
we're in good shape there 


We've got the potential to tak# 
these funds and work with 
them and make it one of the 
better years I feel like because 
people have already come to 
us with several worthwhile 
projects, and things that we 
can do to make money So 1 
feel like with the projects 
coming up. and ways to im¬ 
prove and better the en 
tertainment, and the all- 
around campus attitude, that 
our financial situation will 
definitely improve next year 
That's one of our goals - to 
end up in the black and still be 
as active as possible on 
campus 

Q. W ill there be a teacher- 
evaluation booklet next year? 

A. I hope so We re begin 
ning to look into some 
possibilities of how we should 
handle it next year to make it 
a little bit more scientific, to 
make it just a little bit more 
factual, and to make it a little 
bit more reliable as far as the 


student goes and as far as his 
opinion goes in putting the 
book together We're not 
exactly sure yet how it will be 
put together but. as 1 said, 
we're laying the groundwork 
and making the plans 

Q W hat are some of the non- 
entertainment projects you 
are planning for next year? 

A Some of the non¬ 
entertainment projects we're 
planning for next year are 
things such as maybe 
cookouts on the patio, and a 
few other things like tha' - 
mostly projects to get the 
students involved Something 
maybe not so much as let's 
have a disco and go up here 
and everybody party down in 
the ballroom.' but let's find 
something that we can all 
pitch in and work on together 
and have what you might even 
call a “service project -- a 
campus - wide service 
project" and push for total 
student involvement 


Q. What do you sec as thr 
main function of thr SGA? 

A The main function of 
the SGA. as I have said many 
times, is to communicate 
between the students and the 
administration, and to serve 
the student body as a whole I 
feel like that this cabinet, this 
year, has probably the 
greatest potential to serve the 
student body as any cabinet 
that's been in here in a while, 
and that's not a cut against 
any of the other cabinets. I 
just feel like that these people 
are excited, they're enthused 
about going out and going to 
work, and bringing in new 
projects and new people So if 
we can bring the com¬ 
munication gap down and 
push for total student in¬ 
volvement I feel like we're 
going to be in better shape 

tf. lias your perception of 
the SGA changed since taking 
office? 

A The perception that I’ve 


had of the SGA is probably 
basically the same as its 
always been There's a lot of 
w ork up here that needs doing 
Whrn I started running for the 
office I knew that there was a 
lot of w ork up here that needed 
doing, so as far as that's 
going, it's just exactly what 
I've expected so far It looks 
like it could be very profitable 
to the students and to the 
cabinet as a whole I feel like 
that we're going to learn a lot 
of things I hope the students 
learn a lot of things and take 
advantage of what the SGA is 
and what it’s here for, and 
make it an organization that 
next year's not just going to be 
by the few and for the few. but 
of the students and for the 
many 

U l)o you feel that UTM 
students Lake advantage of the 
SGA as they should? 

A As far as students taking 
advantage of the SGA, the 
farts and figures are going to 


show that this campus is 
probably much more involved 
ihan most any other campus 
around 1 know there’s a few 
major universities around 
that, in their SGA elections, 
have something like a 10 
percent voter turnout and if 
I'm not mistaken, we've hot 
somew here between 38 to 42 to 
44 percent in the last two or 
three elections, and that's not 
from other universities It’s 
not where I'd like to see it 
right now. but it is ground¬ 
work to be worked on and I 
feel like that we can take 
what's been laid already, and 
work with it and push for a 
little more involvement, and 
come up with a better SGA 
that more people feel like they 
can be a part of and can take 
advantage of as the year goes 
on 

(|. Arc there any significant 
changes in thr structure of thr 
SGA planned for next year? 

A I really don't see any - 


maybe just take what we've 
got and better organize it. and 
make it more efficient and 
more useful to the students as 
a whole I think that what's 
here is good, that it's just a 
matter of time till we get it 
organized enough to ready 
make it a service to the 
student community, and to 
make it profitable to all 

IJ. Should congress hr 
abolished'’ 

A My feelings about 
congress at the present time 
are positive, but I'm a positive 
person 1 go into most 
anything with a positive at¬ 
titude I feel like that it's an 
organization that maybe their 
hands have been tied in a few 
places, but I'd like to see us 
work with them as close 
through the cabinet, and 
through the congress next 
year the people in congress 
to establish a better program, 
establish a more active 
program, and establish 


something that the campus as 
a w hole will br proud of at thr 
end of the year By making it 
more active, I mean getting it 
involved in more projects, 
maybe let it have more say-so. 
or at least get back to the 
hardcore rules of what 
congress really should be and 
try to go by the constituion 
(|. should congress lake a 
more active role than it dors 
dues now - such as having thr 
final say-so in thr srlrction of 
rntrrtainmrnt arts? 

A As far as having the final 
say-so. as the constitution 
states at the present time, 
congress has a say-so in the 
way that concerts and en 
tertainment acts go through, 
and we'll have to abide by that 
- we can't bend the rules 
(j U hat do you frcl has hern 
thr cause of the failures of the 
last two homecoming ronerrts 
and will wr have a 
concert next year?

Last Thursday evening the 
new BSA president for the 
upcoming school year was 
installed at the Awards 
Banquet held in the University 
Center Ballroom. 

The new president is 
Michael McCrimmon of 
Memphis. Tennessee Michael 
is a junior communications 
major While at UTM he has 
obtained an average high 
enough to qualify and remain 
on the dean's list He also is a 
brother of the Kappa Alpha 
Psi fraternity and is a 
member of the UTM Varsity 
Tennis Team. He is currently 
engaging in the Peer Enabling 
Counseling job. 

When asked what goals will 
the BSA try to reach, Michael 
replied, "In the past few years 
the BSA has been in debt and 
really unable to accomplish 
much, however, the former 
president. Elmer Martin, 
brought us to a level point - 
with this in mind we can go on 
with the thing that we have 
planned." 

The only thing that I am 
asking of the black students is 
a vote of confidence, 
McCrimmon said. “I'm not 
asking for anything that 
hasn't been asked for in tbc 
past, as for money " 

"If the black students will 
just give me their full support 
for the upcoming year, I 
believe that they will be able 
to tell that after one quarter 
the BSA is really going back 
to level where it should be,” he

speculated. 

Right now, we are working 
on getting an office in the 
administration building,” 
McCrimmon commented. 

"It's really amazing to me 
that the BSA was founded in 
1971 and now it is 1978 and 
we’re one of the few 
organizations on campus that 
doesn't have an office to work 
out problems. This is really 
hampering a little of our 
progress at the present time 
because I've got tons of 
paperwork that needs to be 
sorted and getting ready for 
fall quarter. I’ve got a staff of 
10 officers, and we need a 
central location for 
suggestions that students 
have, because right now there 
is no where for any 
suggestions to be sent,” he 
stated 

“Basically fund raising is 
ail the BSA is going to do," 
McCrimmon explained. 

"We’re going to try a dif¬ 
ferent approach My 
philosophy is that if we can 
generate enough money 
through our membership 
drive this fall, which will be 
$3 00, there will be no need to 
ask the students for anymore 
money throughout the year, 
because that will be enough to 
get us started Whenever we 
have a dance, banquet, or play 
the money can be donated to a 
worthy cause. We will need 
the money from our mem¬ 
bership drive to use as a 
foundation for our budget for 
the 78-79 school year," he 
added 

"This could be a big year for 
the BSA if the students will 
participate and back my staff 
and me. We have decided that 
we are going to plan all big 
events and make the BSA of 
UTM something that the 
members will be proud of," he 
continued 

Speaking of sponsored 
activities. McCrimmon said. 
"We are presently trying to 
get the Reverend Jesse 
Jackson to come here for our 
Black History Week guest 
speaker We are looking into 
various amounts of en¬ 


tertainment for the black 
students We are also looking 
into various amounts of en¬ 
tertainment for the black 
students. We are also going to 
try to group the fraternities 
and sororities together in 
general and make our 
presence on campus known to 
everyone." 

Also according to the 
president there are three 
upcoming events this quarter 
sponsored by the BSA. 

Beginning on Wednesday, 
May 24. a softball tournament 
began featuring six par 
ticipating teams. These teams

Colonel George Freeman is 
passing the colors to 
Earl Wright, Housing's second 
in command because he’s 
retiring at the end of the 
quarter 

"I'm hanging up my spurs," 
the former soldier said with a 
smile. 

Though he plans to leave 
UTM. he is not planning to 
leave the Martin area. After 
he clears up some final 
paperwork, he plans to settle 
down nearby and pick up 
several projects that he has 
never had time for - like 
repairing his house, and 
visiting his children one of 
whom is a graduate and two 
others who are in school. He 
also has several grand¬ 
children 

Freeman came to UTM 
bark in 1966 when assigned to 
the department of military 
science He was professor of 
military Science for three 
years 

"We had about 1100 cadets 
and the military science 
program was mandatory - 
every able bodied male was

required to take two years of 
it We had drill every Thur¬ 
sday afternoon - and yes - 
there were complaints." 
Freeman recalled 

As PMS he has a heavy 
teaching load, teaching eight 
sections a day, each section 
sometimes consisting of close 
to 80 students.

After his stint as PMS, he 
was assigned to Korea after a 
tour in the war zone where he 
commanded a logistics sup 
port unit within the First Air 
Calvary Division. It was in 
Korea that he got the letter 
from then - Chancellor Archie 
Dykes who heard that 
Freeman was getting out of 
the Army. Would he like to 
come back and take a job at 
UTM? 

He answered affirmatively 
and came to UTM in 1970 to 
assume the position of 
director of Housing 

Freeman feels that there 
has been, and still is several 
challenges lacing Housing 


A major in Computer 
Science has been approved at 
the campus level, according to 
Dr. James Johnson, chairman 
of the mathematics and 
computer science depart¬ 
ment 

-In- a - proposal to- - the 
University Curriculum 
committee, dated March 13, 
1978 the requirements need for 
the program, hardware 
support, and staffing needed 
for the new major were 
outlined and was approved by 
the Academic Senate 

"This major has been part 
of the concern of the depart¬ 
ment for the last three years, 
but it was just not brought into 
a formal proposal, before," 
Johnson staled "I'm excited 
about the program. 

In 1972-73 Tennessee 
Universities were filling only 
4 8 percent of needed opening 
positions in computer per¬ 
sonnel in Tennessee, ac¬ 
cording to a report by John 
Hamblen for the Southern 
Regional Education Board 
that was ' published by 
Information Consultant. 

Johnson added that he got 
this information from a 
secondary source and the 
supposed that the percentage 
of jobs filled is somewhat 
better now 

“1 have read statements 
that predict there will be 
117.000 openings in this field 


The biggest challenge 
concerned the differentiated 
housing policy 
"We know the students 
would accept it but would their 
parents?" Evidently, they did, 
for there has not been any 
withdrawals from school 
solely because of the program 
which allows for more male- 
female visiting, and allows 
upperclassman, armed ser 
vice and Peace Corps 
veterans to live off campus if 
they so chose 

The other challenge is an 
outgrowth of the new liberal 
policy 

“Security needs to crack 
down on those uninvited 
visitors who abuse the visiting 
privilege," Freeman stressed 
Running the Housing office 
will prove a challenge to Earl 
Wright, but Freeman has 
confidence that Wright will fill 
Ihe bill perfectly. 

"We have worked closely 
together, and I have depended 
heavily on him." Freeman 
remarked of Wright 
"If the students weren't 
here, we wouldn't have a job," 
Freeman concluded

Fall of 1978 could prepare for 
that major by getting their 
Liberal Arts requirements out 
of the way and could very 
easily enroll in the Fall of 
1979,” he added Johnson said 
he expected the program to 
grow rapidly once it is begun 

“After we get the major, 1 
expect the enrollment to jump 
to 106 in a two year period.” 

Interest by students in a 
computer science major has 
already been expressed, 
according to Johnson. “I’ve 
had serious inquiries from 
juniors about it,” Johnson 
commented “Ronnie Wilkes 
(vice-president for System of 
Data Communication Cor¬ 
poration in Memphis) spoke 
on campus recently, and he 
said they are seeking to fill 
five (systems. analyst 


positions," Johnson said and 
added that Wilkes had also 
mentioned 26 positions to be 
filled in the area of analyst 
programmers at Holiday Inns 
in Memphis 

Johnson said he felt there 
would be no difficulties in 
showing a need for the 
program to be implemented 
Some expansion in com¬ 
puter science courses has 
already taken place 

"We came near doubling the 
course offerings (in computer 
sciencel this fall," he noted 
It was also recommended 
that a computer science 3420 
Assembler language course be 
offered and Johnson explained 
that this course would be 
needed whether the computer 
science major was approved 
or not

Any new major proposed at 
UTM must go through several 
steps before if becomes part of 
the curriculum 

First a formal proposal 
must be submitted to the 
curriculum committee and 
from there it goes to the 
Academic Senate 

Once past the Academic 
Senate, the proposal must be 
approved by the UT Board of 
Trustees and finally by the 
Tennessee High Education 
Commission. 


Johnson estimated that if 
Ihe program passed all these 
steps the earliest it could 
liecome an authorized major 
was Spring of 1979 


"Students enrolled in the 
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Martin holds advantages 
in conference membership 


The University of Tennessee at Martin is 
fully qualified to become a member of the Ohio 
Valley Conference, and deserves the chance to 
join the conference 

UTM. which has requested membership into 
the OVC for each of the past five years, now 
stands at the doorway of fulfilling this goal, 
after East Tennessee State University's with¬ 
drawal from the conference And there is no 
reason that Martin should fail to be received 
into the sports conference, since it possesses 
many advantages for both itself and the OVC. 
should membership be granted 
For one. it has been pointed out that Martin is 
an ideal location for being in the OVC. Not only 
is UTM relatively close to the other schools 
currently in the conference, but it is also in 
close proximity to the citys of Jackson and 
Memphis, which the Ohio Valley Conference is 
reportedly trying to reach for exposure 
Another advantage is that UTM has the 
necessary facilities for all of the eight sports 
required of all OVC members Also, according 
: to Athletic Director Bob Paynter, varsity golf, 
as well as indoor and outdoor track, could be 
resumed in order to meet the eight-sport 


requirement For UTM, this addition of sports 
openings would enable a greater number of 
athletes to enroll here at UTM, and would 
directly help in maintaining the school’s 
overall enrollment, which has felt the same 
steady decline as most other universities in the 
past few years 

Schedule-wise, the University also has the 
advantage of already being on the OVC time¬ 
table with respect to football, since it already 
plays several of the schools which are in the 
conference Additional adjustments would 
create no problems, if needed, in order to fit 
into the plans of the OVC. 

These are only a few of the many advantages, 
beneficial to bothUTM and the OVC, which will 
provide bigger better things in the realm of 
sports at that time if the University should 
become a member of the conference The ad¬ 
dition of UTM in the Ohio Valley Conference 
would be definitely prestigious to the UTM 
sports program, and the school as a whole. 

The commissioner of the Ohio Valley Con¬ 
ference is urged to consider the many ad¬ 
vantages in adding UTM to the roster, and let 
Martin become a part of the Ohio Valley action 
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Art exhibit room needed 


It is unfortunate that the student exhibitors in 
-the recent Mayfest arts and crafts exhibition 
were given third-rate priority in terms of 
location for their displays, while non-student 
exhibitors enjoyed the readily-accessable 
locations of the showing area 

Due to various reasons, including the fact 
that the tape used to hold t)ie artwork to walls 
would tend to strip the paint off the walls, the 
student art displays were relegated to either 
the lounge of the University Center or the 
balcony of the Fieldhouse Neither location 
offered suitable display areas, and most of the 
people who came to view the Mayfest exhibits 
were not even aware of their out-of-the-way 
location In addition, there were some places 
where half of the lights were not in operation, 
which "left the place looking like Walmart 
when the lights are turned off--everyone thinks 
it's about time to leave ” In the balcony of the 
Fieldhouse, the displays were not even able to 
be placed at eye-level, which created obvious 
problems for most viewers All in all, the 
students who participated in Mayfest with their 
artistic endeavors of the current year got the 
bum deal, and have every right to feel that the 
circumstances were quite unfair 

When students are placed second in im¬ 
portance in anything pertaining to the 
University, what does that have to say about 
the University? What should keep both student 
and non-student displays, for instance, from 
being inter-mixed throughout the display area - ’ 
Why weren't some of the other participants 
placed in the Fieldhouse balcony. 

The truth is, UTM has no real place for the 
display of artwork or other exhibits on campus 
There is the Fine Arts lobby, one might 
suggest; however, displays can and have been 
stolen from this area A display area must be 


able to be locked when not in use.and under the 
watchful eyes of some tyjie of security when it

Volunteer plan ‘good idea’ 


The new Saturday Volunteer program which 
has originated within Volunteer Services is a 
very good idea, and should prove to be 
beneficial to both student volunteers and the 
Martin community as a whole. 

Credit for the creation of the new program, 
which now enables students to participate in 
voluntary work on Saturdays for the good of 
the community, goes to Joyce Wilson, who is a 
student volunteer herself, and is employed as a 
work-study in the office of the Volunteer Ser 
vices. Wilson pointed out that some students 
which may be interested in doing volunteer 
work during the quarter might be prohibited to 
work during weekdays due to their busy 
schedule; the weekends, however, offer a time 
for these people to participate while classes are 
not in progress 

The project for the Saturday Volunteer work 
force will reportedly involve cleaning up the 
yards of local residents who may be unable to 
take care of the yards themselves, either 
because of old age or illness 

Other projects which are aided by short and 
long-term volunteers from UTM include 
tutoring in elementary and high schools in this 
area, helping at the Mental Health Center, the 
Easter Seal Center, and with the Scouting 
programs in Martin, as well as working with 
the Juvenile Rehabilitation Program and 
Adopt-A-Grandparent

Consider the missing link 


Rebuff 

In the May 11 Pacer 1 wrote 
a column criticizing theistic 
evolution with a promise to get 
around to "straight" evolution 
in another column I expected, 
and wanted counter 
arguments of a thoughtful, 
relevant, and friendly nature 
The one negative response I 
got from a Mr Byron Stover 
was relevant, but one out of 
three isn't good The letter 
was merely a conglomeration 
of generalizations and name 
dropping, without a single one 
of my points being .specifically 
discussed. I would like to 
comment upon the three 
points reasons for which Mr 
Stover found my beliefs hard 
to swallow 

1) Mr Stover directly im¬ 
plies that I am "ignorant,” a 
statement without any 
scientific data whatsoever to 
support it In fact, while I am 
admittedly not one of the 
brightest humans ever born, 
tests and gradepoints 
throughout my lifetime show 
me to be of, at the very least, 
average intelligence. Also, my 
column was not written over a 
pizza at Tony’s or any such 
thing, but researched and 
proofread by three people who 
had much knowledge of the 
area I was discussing-one with 
a MA in philosophy and 
working on his doctorate, one 
with a MA in religion and one 
minoring in philosophy 

2) Mr Stover says I attempt 
to back up my position "with 
various Bible verses that 
really don't support him" and 
;ae those verses out of con¬ 
text. Yet he doesn't say how 
After double checking my 
column 1 deny this and will 
require more proof than 
merely Mr. Stover statement. 

I want evidence. And I still say 
that one must choose between 
evolution or the Bible. Theistic 
evolution is a cop-out and is 
like the old cliche of “trying to 
have your cake and eat it too. ” 

3) Finally he criticized me 
for not mentioning the 
geogical age of the earth or 
fossils of prehistoric creature 
that existed before 4004 BC. 1 
had planned on dealing with 
those two things in another 
column and now I have a 
double reason to do so 

First of all, let us consider 
the geological timetable-that 
conglomeration of theories 
created mainly to prove 
evolution- which conflicts both 
with the Bible and with 
scientific evidence. For 
Bibical scripture I refer one to 
my first column.For other 
evidence, well, the geological 
timetable just doesn't exist. It 
is merely an artifical 
arrangement of rock strata 
(depending on the fossil found 
therein) according to their 
supposed formation through 
the history of the earth. 
Geologist Thomas Cham- 
belain has said, “It should be 
understood that it is not 
possible to proceed directly 
downward through the whole 
succession of bedded rocks, 
but that the edges of the 
various beds may be found 
here and there where they 
have been brought to the 
surface by working and 
tilting, or exposed by the 
wearing away of the beds 
which one overlay them. The 
full series of strata is made 
out only by putting this data 
-gathered through out all 
lands; and even when this is 
done, an absolutely complete 
series cannot yet be made out, 
or at least has not been." 
Evolutionist A M Winscheter 
admits that the geological 
record has gaps concerning 
millions of years. 

Next consider the following 
chart of the five eras and the 
supposed evolution in each 


one 

Cenoyoic, Present-55 million 
years ago. Man 
Mesozoic. 55 million-190 
million years. Dinosaurs 
Paleozoic, 190 million- 
550million years. Coal, Trees, 
Trilobites 

Proterozoic & Archeozoic, 
550 million-2 billion years. 
Algae 

Now consider that man is 
supposed to have evolved in 
Cenozoic age (2-3 million 
years ago in the latter part of 
the age). If this is true then: 

1) Why have human footpr 
pints and dinosaur tracks been 
discovered side by side in the 
same stratum if dinosaurs 
were extinct 70 million years 
before man's appearance'’ 

2) Why have human foot¬ 
prints been found in the 
Paleozoic age-250 million 
years before man's ap¬ 
pearance? 

3) Why have human foot¬ 
prints been found embedded 
with trilobites in Utah when 
the trilobites are supposed to 
have been extinct some 600 
million years before man 
evolved 

There are at least three 
other questions ot this nature 
but due to lack of space, I hope 
these three are enough said 
about the geological 
timetable Next let us consider 
paleontology- the study of 
fossil Now if evolution is a 
reality, isn't it reasonable to 
expect to find a reasonably 
complete record of this 
process in successive 
Yet there is no just one so- 
called missing link, but 
hundreds perhaps thousands. 

During a lecture at the 
University of the Pacific, 
anthropologist Louis B. 
Leakey said "There is no one 
link missing-there are hun¬ 
dreds of links missing." 
(Stockton. California Kecord. 
February 18, 1967) 

Professor Alfred S. Romer 
of Harvard adds, “ Links’ are 
missing just where we most 
frequently desire them, and it 
is all too probable that many 
links will continue to be 
missing.” 

Also, the fossil of ancient 
creature are essentially that 
same as their present day 
descendants. For instance, 
huge deep-water fish, the 
Coelacanth, which were 
believed to have become 
extinct 60-90 million years 
ago, have been caught several 
times in recent years. 
Interesting also is the fact that 
no fossil with half-formed 
organs have ever been found 
Then there are the specimens 
of "prehistorical men" to 
consider: 

1) Neanderthal Man 
(discovered 1850) C.L. Brace 
and Ashley Montague in 
Man's Evolution say, "There 
is no reason to regard 
Neanderthal mental capacity 
as having been different from 
that of modern man." 

2) Cro-Magnon Man (1868 
“A brain capacity that was 
just as large as the average 
for modern European as a 
whole.” (Early Man. 
California State Series, 1967 p. 
147) 

3) Jaria Man (1891-1892) 
was manufactured from one 
skull piece, three teeth, and 
one thighbone. Classification: 
human 

4) Heidelberg Man (1907) 
One jaw bone found 
Classification: humar 

5) Piltdown Man (1911) 
According to Ashley Mon¬ 
tague, this man's skull is a 
“fraudulent assembly of 
human skull fragments 
together with the lower jaw of 
an orangutan." (The Cultured 
Man, 1959, p. 153). 

6) Australopithecus animus

(1925) "The South African 
Ape " Classification: human 

7) Nebraska Man (1927) 
Fabricated from one pig's 
tooth 

8) Zinjanthropus (1959) 
First considered human. 
Present classification: Non¬ 
human. 

9) Peking Man (1927) 
Classification: human 

10) Homohabilis (1964) 
Classification: human 

11) Gigantopithecus (1964) 
Classification: Ape 

As you can see every 
"prehistorical man" is either 
human or non-human There 
are none in between so what 
proof is there of ape evolving 
into man? Absolutely none. 
The textbook pictures are 
merely extravagant uses of 
imaginations impregnated by 
evolutionary beliefs 

Evolution is based on faith 
alone, not evidence. The 
evidence supporting the 
fundamentalist view of the 
Bible is more scientific, more 
feasible, and more supported 
than any concept of evolution, 
whether theistic or not. And 
so, it has just as much right to 
he taught in public schools as 
the extremely shakey doctrine 
of evolution. 

One last word to Mr. 
Stover: When you quote from 
Inherit The Wind (remember 
the crack about the time 
zone), don't you think you 
should at least give the author 
credit? 


In this column I always try 
to call a lemon a lemon and a 
turkey a turkey, and this week 
we've got one of each Cheaply 
made and badly written 
movies are on the upswing, 
and these two pictures are 
splendid examples of what 
Alls in most of the fair in local

The first one is a monster It 
was created in the 
laboratories of Hal Roach 
studios The mad scientist in 
this case is Ed Hunt, the 
director and writer of Starship 
Invasions. In a hideous 
genetic experiment Hunt has 
crossed the shoot 'em up 
aspects of Star Wars without 
quality special effects, and the 
flying saucer cultism of Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind. 
This is one monster that 
thoroughly deserves having a 
steak driven through its heart 

The plot is so cliched that 
the film comes off campy even 
in its most serious moments. 
What we have here is a group 
of bad guy aliens (dressed in 
black tights) who want to take 
over the Earth because their 
sun is going to go nova nova 
and they need another planet 
They’re going to take over the 
world by sending a suicide ray 
towards Earth. The only thing 
standing in their way is a 
group of good guy aliens (who 
wear white tights). 

Forget the script. What little 
dialogue there is is so stilted 
and familiar that the viewer 
could probably fill in the lines 
themselves The acting is 
equally bad. Everybody from 
Robert Vaughn on down 
stumble tiredly through their 
lines. Vaughn, especially, 
shows little enthusiasm When 
his best friend is having a 
heart attack, he doesn't crack 
a worry line. 

The only performer who 


tries is Christopher Lee, who 
valiantly holds forth against 
the overwhelming odds of bad 
script and worse production 
values Lee plays the evil 
starship commander that's 
out to destroy the world He 
gives the role a feel of 
loneliness and dignity where a 
lesser actor would wind up 
looking mawkish It's enough 
to make you wish that Lee 
would go back to Hammer 
Studios where they make 
some of the best bad movies in 
the world 

The costumes and alien 
make up are some of the 
stronger points of the movie. 
The costumes on all the 
female aliens are excellent, 
for reasons any fan of cheese 
cake could appreciate The 
make up on the chief good guy 
aliens is realistic enough, 
though they all tend to look 
like Gerald Ford with an 
enlarged forehead. However, 
the rest of the costumes look 
like they were left lying 
around in a warehouse after 
Republic Studios made its last 
serial 

Special effects are very 
bad Maybe we’ve been 
spoiled by some of the 
superior work thats been done 
in the field in recent years, but 
this film has some ex¬ 
ceptionally rotten special 
effects The starships looked 
like they were made out of 
plastic, and sure enough 
among the firms credited for 
help in special effects Mattel 
Toy Company was not the 
least.

Those in other disciplines 
may not be as much in 
demand, so the student may 
have to try a more intensive 
campaign." sherxplained 

"I wouldn't say it’s i Liberal 
Arts i any worse that other 
disciplines, but it might take a 
little longer to find a job." 
Rice stated 

Women are in demand in 
engineering and industrial 
management 

One field that has ex 
perienced a change in demand 
over the years is education 
"In education it used to be 
that you could go anywhere 
you wanted, but now it's a 
little tight.. except in 
elementary or special ed," 
Rice elaborated 

"Most schools are helpful 
and give assistance to those in 
their schools Agriculture is 
doing alright; not many 
complaints from Horn Ec, and 
there's no problem in Nur¬ 
sing" 

"Industrial management or 
any of the management areas 
are also in demand and those 
who interview for some of the 
positions do not limit their 
search to those in business 
majors.' Rice continued 
"Some will talk to all 
degrees someone (a student) 
with an interest, even if they 
istudent) are majoring in 
Liberal Arts, they will be glad 
to talk with them ” 

Rice expounded on jobs in 
general that are available- 
"The jobs are there ” 

An employment survey is 
sent out every year to those 
who have gone through the 
Placement office, and of those 
who respond the main reason 
they give for not being em¬ 
ployed in the field they 
majored in is. that no jobs in 
that field are available in their 
area (geographical location). 

Not leaving the area is the 
most limiting thing in getting 
a job in a student's field or 


being unemployed, according 

to Rice 

“The most important thing 
if you're in an area that is 
more competitive is to start 
early If you realize what's 
ahead you're better prepared 
and can do a lot better job 

I read a survey done not 
long ago by a college 
placemen! office io see how 
Liberal Arts stood up with 
people in Business At the time 
of graduation more people in 
Business had jobs to step into, 
but within six to nine months 
Liberal Arts had caught up 
with them It takes a little bit 
longer, but they eventually 
catch up," Rice summarized 

Approximately 450 students 
go through the Placement 
office in a year's time, with 
Winter Quarter being a little 
more slack than Fall or Spring 
Quarter, she added 

“We don't known how many 
of these are actually 
graduating." she continued 

Two other things to 
remember are that some 
statistics which are accurate 
nationwide may not be in a 
specific area, and (hat people 
may not get into their field at 
the entry level position they 
expect 

"Another thing people ddh't 
consider if they're in an area 
where they're hard to place is 
to start out at entry level 
position being realistic." 

People who have par¬ 
ticipated in Co-op are much 
easier to place, because they 
have equivalent of two years 
of experience, which is im¬ 
portant in getting a job, she 
stated. 

According to highlights of 
the 1976 Endicott Report 
employers are stressing 
personal qualities, such as 
maturity initiative, en¬ 
thusiasm. pose, appearance, 
and the ability to work with 
others. Scholastic 
achievements are also ranked 
high, but the personal 
qualities are what they look 
for first 

In addition, she Urged 
students to take jobs related to 
their field even though they 
may be receiving less pay. It 
may be worth more money at 
the lime to take another job. 


but in the long run related 
practical experience is 
valuable. Rice noted
